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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1,8,9 and 1 5, applicant argues 
that Ganek in view of Igawa do not teach "controlling the broadcast sources that are providing the time-shifted video signal, based on 
receiving a request for the video signal". 

However, the examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. Ganek discloses a hybrid VOD and NVOD system which allows 
the distribution of content to users at staggered time and at user's request. By definition an NVOD system transmits multiple copies of a 
program at short time intervals from each other (staggered time) which allows users to select the same program at different points of the 
program by toggling from one staggered program to another, in order to fulfill user's VCR-like requests. 

Furthermore, Ganek discloses that a user's request may be satisfied directly by a staggered NVOD stream if the request is 
synchronous with the start of the requested program, col. 6 lines 23-31. Alternatively, Ganek discloses providing a requested video as a 
stream from a given position if the user's request occurs at a time different from the start of the requested program, col. 2 lines 30-35. It is 
the nature of NVOD system to allow users to perform VCR-like functions such as stop, forward, rewind, etc, where the different staggered 
streams of the same program make such "user requests" possible. Therefore, the combination of Ganek and Igawa clearly disclose 
"controlling and managing means are adapted to control a broadcasting source for broadcasting the video signal as from the given position 
ONLY in the case of receiving a request for said video signals as from the given position". 
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
